that lidocaine "has appeared to 
be effective and continues to be 
used." 


Lidocaine has been used as a 
local anesthetic in dentistry and 
surgery and now is under exten. 
sive Investigation for use in cer- 
tain heart conditions. It is relat- 
ed chemically to novocain, but 
is considered more powerful. 


Lidocaine has not yet been ap. 


proved by the Federal Food and 
Drug Administration for general 
use in cardiac conditions. 


Doctors said another drug, 


bretylium tosylate, had been 
tried previously, but proved 
ineffective 
In 
Eisenhower's 
case. This drug also is still un- 
der clinical investigation for use 
In managing certain disturb, 
ances in heart rhythm and has 
yet to be approved by the FDA 
for general use for that purpose. 


A researcher at the National 


Heart Institute said that the 
general tone of scientific reports 
so far cxi its use against dis- 
turbed rhythms is that "it has 
been very effective when used 
properly, and most effective 
when used early in the course of 
the cardiac problem."

* The Republic of Czechoslova- 
kla In Central Europe was 
created In 1918 after the col- 
lapse of the Hapsburg Monar- 
chy in Austria. 


The new nation emerged after 


two years of bitter Internal re. 
sistance against the Austro-Hun- 
garian coalition, and through 
the outside efforts of exiled 
leader Thomas G. Masaryk. 


Masaryk elicited the support 


of President Woodrow Wilson 
and on Oct. 18, 1918, an Interim 
Czechoslovak government pro- 
claimed its Independence In a 
declaration from Washington. 
Later that month Austria capit- 
ulated and the new government 
took up residence In Prague. 


Masaryk was elected presi. 


dent of the new republic at the 
first meeting of the Czechoslo- 
vak National Assembly on Nov. 
14. 


The new nation encompassed 


two main areas—the Czech 
lands comprising Bohemia and 
Moravia; and the Slovak region 
known as Slovakia. 


The population is divided into 


two main groups—the Czechs 
and the Slovaks—but also has 
sizable minorities of Germans, 
Hungarians and Poles. 


Hitler's rise to power to Ger. 


many encouraged separatism, 
and Czechoslovakia lost large 
territories in 1938. The Munich 
Pact that September awarded 
part of Bohemia, the Sudeten, 
land, to Germany. Poland and 
Hungary shared In the spoils. 
In March 1938 Hitler establish* 
ed the protectorate of Bohemia 
and Moravia, areas which were 
occupied by the Germans until 
1945. Hitler also gave Slovakia 
short-lived Independence under 
his "protection" and trans, 
ferred Ruthenia to Hungary.

The committee will seek a 
unanimous, statewide endorsement when the 
entire Pennsylvania delegation caucuses in Chi- 
cago. 
"Erie County is just trying to pay me a tribute 


for jay work in Congress," said the young Con- 
gressman. "I don't know how far it will go in 
Chicago." 


Vigorito's backers think he is a good pros- 


pect for the vice presidential nomination be- 
cause of his Italian-American background and 
the need for strong ethnic support at the polls 
in urban areas if the Democrats are to win in 
November. 
The liberal Pennsylvanian has a 


good legislative record in Congress, where be 
fought for the American consumer in a number 
of crucial battles this year. 


Following Leader's call, Vigorito immediately 


got in touch with Humphrey's office. Ken Birk- 
head, one of the Vice President's top aides, 
quickly reassured him. 


"Certainly, we will not object if you're placed

It isn't concerned exclusively 


with elections and illicit elect- 
ion shenanigans by any stretch 
of the imagination - it just 
happens to be one of its areas 
of 
coverage, as for example 


during the vote fraud ruckus in 
Lackawanna County during the 
past year. 


It was in response to charges 


that there had been vote fraud 
in the primary election of 1967 
in Dunmore that the bureau 
quietly went into action •• and 
found that 71 fraudulent votes 
out of a total of 250 had been 
recorded and counted. 


Following the investigation, 


four members of the local elec- 
tion board were arrested and 
later all four entered pleas oi 
guilty. Their sentences includ- 
ed fines and costs, probation 
and disfranchisement for four 
years. 


But perhaps one of the most 


publicized cases bureau bea- 
gles sniffed to light was the 
LSD - sun blindness hoax, in 
which the State Commissioner 
for the Blind reported earlier 
this year that six Pennsylvania 


college students had gone blind 
by staring at the sun while un- 
der the influence of LSD. 


Governor Shafer, convinced 


that too many of the facets of 
the sun blindness story were in 
the dark, ordered an investiga- 
tion » and into action went the 
Justice Department's Bureau of 
Investigation. 


Upshot: 
the LSD-sun blind- 


ness tale was proved a hoax 
and the State Commissioner for 
the Blind subsequently admitted 
that he had made up the story 
and falsified six case records. 


And then there was the case of 


the missing mercury which de- 
veloped during a federal audit 
of the State Bureau of Federal 
Surplus Property. 


For four months agents of the 


Bureau of Investigations quiet- 
ly went about their probing into 
the disappearance of the flasks 
of mercury. 


Upshot of the probe: seven 


employes of the Surplus Bureau 
were dismissed and the assist- 
ant director arrested, and fol- 
lowing trial sentenced. 


Rather 
curiously perhaps, 


there was no agency as such in 
the State Department of Justice 
until 1956 when RobertR.West, 
a former Secrpt Service agent, 


was appointed to head up such 
a division. He started out with 
two agents in his then mere di- 
vision. 


Today there are 25 special 


investigators assigned to the 
bureau, which now maintains 
offices in Pittsburgh and Phila- 
delphla in addition to the Har- 
risburg headquarters. 


During the past two-year bi- 


ennial period, for example, the 
bureau handled 353 cases •-141 
for the Department of Justice 
Itself, 160 for the State Depart- 
ment of Highways and 52 for 
civil rights. Nearly 2300 per- 
sonal interviews were conduct- 
ed and more than 5600 letters 
received. 


The investigating prowess of 


the UJS. Department of Justice 
is well known and well docu- 
mented via the notoriety of the 
Washington probe route « but 
few realize the extent or depth 
of the investigative work of 
Pennsylvania's Department of 
Justice, through itsownlnvesti- 
gating bureau. 


It may well pop into the lime- 


light during the presidential 
elections in the Keystone State 
this fall, depending of course, 
upon what happens in the voting 
booth.

A few weeks ago a book ap- 


peared by Roy Conn on Senator 
Joe McCarthy in which the au- 
thor contributed his own recol- 
lection of what had gone on dur- 
ing the Army McCarthyhear- 
ings and the period immediately 
before when Cohn served as 
Chief Counsel for McCarthy's 
investigating committee. The 
book is by all accounts a fas- 
cinating document. Indeed the 
editors of Esquire, who are not 
to be confused with McCarthy- 
ites, excerpted a large hunk of 
it and ran a picture of Mr. 
Cohn on the cover, with a halo 
'round his head, to make it ab- 
solutely clear that they consid- 
ered the whole thing something 
of a joke. Still, it was an inter- 
esting editorial decision. It said 
at least this, that there is a con- 
siderable appetite, even now so 
many years after Senator Mc- 
Carthy's death, for what the 
whole business is all about; and 
that Roy Cohn's book is highly 
revealing for anyone who has 
such an appetite. 


As indeed it 
is. This has 
nothing at all 
to do with the 
i n d i s p u- 
t a b l e fact 
t h a t M r . 
Cohn's book is 
self - serving. 
On the 
other 


hand, 
R o y 


Cohn d i d n' t 
write the kind 
of 
book 
the 


critics 
could 


have dealt with, 
which uncritical- 


ly supported everything McCar- 
thy did or said during the period 
of their association. Rather, 
Cohn's book says, in effect, 
this: 1) McCarthy was a com- 
plex man whose movements 
were frequently disorganized; 
2) he was nevertheless up to 
something, something of con- 
siderable national significance 
and 3) in any case, the contume- 
ly to which he was subjected 
was out of proportion to his of- 
fenses. Fair enough, one would 
think. 


But oh, how the guardians of 


the demonology have reacted! 
One reviewer recalls how Me- 
Carthy ism hit him in his par- 
ticular circumstances, causing 
one "matron" to report him to 
the FBI as a "security risk" 
"after I had publicly confessed 
admiration for Adlai Steven- 
son" - which may be an argu- 
ment against silly'matrons, but 
is hardly one against Senator 
McCarthy or Roy Cohn. 


It is, needless to say, unlike- 


ly that Mr. Cohn's book will 
cause what is so long overdue, 
namely a thoughtful reexamina- 
tion of the great McCarthy con- 
troversy. The result of that, 
when it comes - and it will, 
one of these days — will surely 
establish 
that 
the Senator 


caused more people to make 
bloody 
asses of themselves 


than anybody in the history of 
the world. People like Robert 
Hutchins, I mean: who, during 
the heyday of McCarthyism, 
gravely reported that such was 
me reign of terror that it re- 
quired an act of physical cour- 
age to contribute money to Har- 
vard University. Senator Me- 
Carthy said some foolish things. 
But none so foolish as those 
of his principal detractors. 


What makes Roy Cohn's book 


so very Interesting is its con- 
firmation of a basic datum of 
contemporary America. It is 
that certain points of view 
are 
not publicly tolerated — 


for fear of ending, as McCar- 
thy did, drunk, invalid, dis- 
credited. McCarthy produced, 
in the opinion of the reviewer 
for the New York Times, "a 
healthy revulsion against the 
reckless kind of super-Amer- 
icanism he represented. 
He 


may, indeed, have run the de- 
magogue 
business into the 


ground for the next generation 
or so. At least we have had only 
a few cardboard imitations of 
the breed since he passed this 
way." 


I read the situation different- 


ly. What has happened, most 
anxiously in the last two or 
three years, is a banquet of 
wanton anti - Americanism -- 
which has come about in part 
as a result of an over-reaction 
to McCarthyism. And to this, 
a reaction in turn is now brew- 
ing. The indiluted anti-Ameri- 
canism of such folk heroes as 
Benjamin Spock and the pot- 
set intellectuals is creating a 
resolute though unverbalized 
opposition. 
It is at the mo- 


ment weak, and I wish that, un- 
der its current leadership - it 
is tightly wound into the George 
Wallace movement « it would 
stay weak. 


But the impulses to opposition 


are there, and they are nurtur- 
ed by those Americans who be- 
lieve thatwhat McCarthy was all 
about was the effort to affirm 
an American consensus which 
excluded certain things. Cer- 
tain things as, yes, un-Ameri- 
can. 
The repression of Mc- 


Carthyism, so brutal, so total, 
drove these sentiments under- 
ground. 
There they gather, 


and may well do much more 
damage than the' matron who 
bullied the poor defenseless 
writer who confessed an ad- 
miration for,Adlai Stevenson.

Lost or Stolen Credit Cards 


Porter 


There are now an estimated 


2,000 different types of bank 
credit cards circulating in the 
U.S., an estimated 200,000,000 
credit cards of all types in 
circulation. 
On top of this, 


100,000,000 new cards are be- 
ing issued each year by banks, 
oil companies, airlines, the 
travel - entertainment indus- 
tries, the telephone company, 
others. 


The 
proba- 


bility 
is, 


therefore, that 
you 
own 
at 


least one cred- 
it card and that 
you have re- 
ceived in ad- 
dition a dozen 
or more 
un- 


s e l i c i t e d 
cards. 
' 


.What warning does this credit 
card avalanche have for you? 
One very down-to-earth warn- 
ing is that the odds have soar- 
ed on your misplacing your card 
or having it stolen. And your 
chances of suffering a severe 
pocketbook blow when a thief 
uses your card for a shopping 
binge are greater than ever. 


The number of lost credit 


cards is now placed at about 
1,500,000 each year, of which 
some 300,000 are stolen. Dol- 
lar losses due to stolen credit 
cards 
are now estimated at 


from $50,000,000 to $100,000,- 
000 a year. While a large part 
of the losses are being absorb- 
ed by the major issuers, you, 
the holder, are taking a signifi- 
cant share as well. 


Typically, the credit card thief 


who gets possession of your oil 
company credit card will either 
sell it for, say $25 to $75, or 
he will take a trip from service 
station to service station, buy- 
ing up large amounts of ex- 
pensive batteries and tires for 
re-sale. 


The thief who steals your trav- 


el - and - entertainment credit 
card may sell the card for as 
much as $500. Or he too may 
go on a spree with the card, 
charging to your account items 
ranging from hotel bills and air 
travel to TV sets, jewelry and 
fur coats. 


Organized gangs also have 


moved into the stolen credit 
card field. Last November, a 
clutch of Mafia members were 
arrested, after thev had spent 
more than $350,000 in the UJS. 
and abroad through stolen cred- 
it cards. 
The gangsters are now re- 


ported to be peddling "conven- 
ient credit card packages" to 
professional thieves, including 
matching credit cards, driver's 
licenses, Social Security cards 
and checkbooks, for up to $1,000 
a package. 


To combat the problem of lost 


and stolen credit cards, the 
banks finally are beginning to 
cut down on mass mailings of 
unsolicited cards. At the same 
time, Congress has considered 
legislation 
to 
curb 
these 


mailings and to make the use of 
stolen credit cards a federal 
offense. 
Several states have 
passed laws to limit the liability 
of an individual holder when his 


credit cards are stolen. 


Also, some distributors of 
credit cards are now making a 
practice of periodically re-issu- 
ing credit cards to all custom- 
ers and cancelling the validity of 
all formerly issued cards. 
American Express and others 
are meanwhile substantially ex- 
panding the policing of their 
credit cards by security forces.

4- New types of credit cards 


which would bear an invisible 
coded identification number. 
You, the holder, would memor- 
ize the number and then your 
number could be verified by a 
small electronic device when 
you submit the card to pay for 
a purchase. 


+ An Invisible 
fingerprint 


which you, the legitimate hold- 
er of the card, would match when 
you make a purchase at a store 
or restaurant, etc. 


+ An especially recorded 


"voice pattern" on each card 
which would confirm as your 
own voice simply by speaking 
into a device at the store, etc. 


•f A master black list of all 


stolen credit cards throughout 
the nation which would be dis- 
tributed wherever credit cards 
are accepted in place of cash. 


Meanwhile, how can you, the 
credit card holder, protect 
yourself against losses if your 
card is stolen? 
In what In- 


stances are you, and In what 
instances 
are you not, liable 


for losses?

The Harris Survey 


A general frustration over 


the war in Vietnam may have 
provided the mood in which 
the candidacy of Sen. Eugene 
McCarthy has flourished this 
year. Yet the specific solutions 
the senator has put forth on 
Vietnam simply have not regis- 
tered with a majority of the 
American 
people, including 


many who favor him for 
the 


Presidency. 


-While 50 percent of the pub- 


lic believes McCarthy favors a 
halt in all bombing of North 
Vietnam, the other 50 per cent 
either thinks the opposite or 
just doesn't know. 


-Although the senator has 


called for a coalition South Viet, 
namese 
government 
which 


would include the Viet Cong, 
only 26 per cent of the public 
identifies such views with Me. 
Carthy. 


At best, the Vietnam issue 


must be classified as a standoff 
for McCarthy. 


On the one hand, his opposi. 


tion to the war has won him 
popular respect. When a cross 
section of the public was asked 
whether it was "wrong for Mo 
Carthy to have opposed the war 
the way he has," the public dis. 
agrees by 44 to 30 per cent. 


But when asked directly who 


would do a "better job in 
handling the war in Vietnam," 
the American people prefer 
Vice President Hubert Humph- 
rey to McCarthy by 47 to 29 per 
cent. A m o n g Democrats, 
Humphrey is preferred to Me* 
Carthy on the war issue by an 
even larger 55 to 24 per cent. 
Only among Republicans Is it 
close: Humphrey over Mo 
Carthy by only 37 to 35 per 
cent. 


In questioning to find out what 


lies behind this decisive vote of 
preference for Humphrey on 
handling Vietnam, the dominant 
reason given 
was the Vice 


President's 
"experience." 


Those selecting McCarthy said 
"he would really end the war** 


and "he isn't bound by pre> 
vious policy." 


The real key to popular sup. 


port for the McCarthy candi* 
dacy, despite all the specula, 
tlon to the contrary, does not 
rest on the substance of the 
Vietnamese war issue alone. 
Rather, the senator has caught 
firo with sizable majorities of 
the American people for his 
personal political courage and 
his new style of politics,whether 
or not they agree with his po. 
sitlons on Vietnam. 


-By 75 to 12 per cent,people 


feel that McCarthy was"coura. 
geous to run against Lyndon 
Johnson when no one else 
would." 
-By 75 to 6 per cent, the pub. 
lie believes that the senator 
has a "very sincere manner." 


-By 72 to 6 per cent, the 


public feels that McCarthy is a 
"very 
independent * minded 


man." 
-By 57 to 18 per cent, people 


believe the senator has "cap. 
tured the imagination of the 
younger generation in politics." 


-By 52 to 29 per cent, voters 


say they would have "real con- 
fldence" in McCarthy if he were 
in the White House. 
The facts clearly indicate that 


claims by both McCarthy sup- 
porters and opponents that the 
senator is a "single-issue" can* 
didate simply are incorrect. To 
the contrary, Eugene McCarthy 
has connected solidly in this 
country as a roan who has been 
willing to take on the political 
establishment with a new kind 
of candor and frankness. 


Without talcing into account 


the results reported above, it 
may come as a surprise thai 
Democrats who support Mo 
Carthy are actually opposed to a 
halt in bombing of North Viet, 
nam by SS to 29 per cent. This is 
somewhat lower than the figure 
'for the nation as a whole, which 
opposed a bombing halt by 61 to 
24 per cent, but it is still almost 
2tol. 


Here are some typical com- 


roents among voters who said 
they are for McCarthy but 
against a unilateral cessation 
of the bombing: 


A salesman in Portland, Ore.: 


"I oppose a bombing halt be- 
cause the Communists have 
proved in the past that they do 
not honor any type of moratori. 
urn." A white-collar worker in 
Llnton, tod.: "tt would justgive 
the Viet Cong a chance to build 
up more strength." 
A skilled laborer in Mayfield 


Heights, Ohio: "They would be 
telling us what to do and doing 
what they want to do themselves, 
and that's not fair." A clerk In 
Moline, m.: "I think that's Just 
what the Communists want us to 
do." A civil servant in Muske- 
gon, Mich.: "While we're fight- 
ing. we ought to do a good job of 
it.'* 


A McCarthy supporter in San 


Antonio put it this way: "I don't 
trust those Communists to keep 
their word. They'd sneak up and 
fire on us when we weren't 
looking." An office manager in 
Redlands, Calif.: "Thosepeople 
don't understand. Fro afraid 
they'll stab us In the back if we 
quit bombing." 


A white > collar worker In 


Temple City, Calif.: "They 
don't agree to stop-why should 
we?" A secretary in Philadel. 
phia; "H wouldn't make much 
difference in the talks." 


All of the above McCarthy 


supporters, as well as many 
others backing the Minnesota 
senator when Interviewed in the 
Harris Survey, indicated skep- 
tlcism about specific proposals 
advanced by antiwar groups. 


Sen. McCarthy has expressed 


the frustration of many Amert- 
cans over conditions at home 
and abroad, Including Vietnam 
and the leadership gap. But it 
would be a mistake to conclude 
that his stated solutions to the 
Vietnamese war have convinced 
a majority of hie own mRiort. 
era, let alone the American 
people.

In the ideal golf swing, the 


head would remain perfectly 
still throughout, yet not restrict, 
a full shoulder turn. In some 
cases it may help if the head 
turns slightly with theshoulders 
—but only slightly, a motionless 
head is still the ideal.

ers who wear glasses avoid any 
head movement. Not only does

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AN AP NEWS ANALYSIS 
World Communism May Never Recover from Shock 


By WILLIAM L. RYAN

A mighty Communist power, 


by invading a weak Communist 
state, has administered to the 
followers of Lenin a shock from 
which they may never fully re- 
cover. 


There is no real precedent for 


the Soviet invasion of Czechoslo. 
vatta. Not even the Hungarian 
invasion of 1956 was quite the 
same, for at that time the Bus- 
sians could claim that an anti- 
Communist regime had taken 
over and that Hungary was 
being wrenched from the So- 
viet-dominated alliance in East- 
ern Europe. 


This time, a Communist party 


and 
Communist government 


still were in control in Czecho- 
slovakia. They were still telling 
the world of their loyalty in gen- 
eral to the Warsaw Pact and to 
the basic "principles of social, 
ism'' espoused by the Kremlin. 
All the Czechoslovak Commu- 
nists wanted to do was to re- 
form their regime within the 
framework of Communist party 
rule. 


The shock of the invasion has 


been underscored by the reac- 
tion of Communists abroad. 
"It is incomprehensible that 


one Socialist state can encroach 
upon the freedom and sover- 
eignty 
of another Socialist 


state," declared an outraged— 
and possibly frightened—Nico- 
lae Ceausescu, whose Romania 
has retained tight party rule but 
tended to go its own way in for- 
eign affairs. 


Tito was no less appalled. The 


Yugoslav president told the 
world that "the 
entry into 


Czechoslovakia of foreign mili- 
tary units without invitation or 
approval of the legitimate gov. 
ernment" would have "far. 
reaching and very negative 
consequences for 
the whole 


world 
revolutionary 
move 


ment." 


Those, from two Communist 


leaders, were condemnations of 
a party and government sup- 
posed to be the fountainhead of 
all Communist wisdom. There 
will be much more. 


For the French Communists, 


Czechoslovakia will seem like 
disaster. The French party, long 
the most influential in Europe, 
came through a trying time in 
the recent crisis in France. It 
has been trying to make itself 
appear in the role of champion 
of freedoms and popular re- 
forms. 


The Italian party leadership 


will be outraged, tt had strongly 
supported Alexander Dubcek, 
the party chief in Prague. To 
the Italian Communists, the in- 
vasion will be justification of 
their stand that "polycentrism" 
is inevitable, that there can no 
longer be just one single, infalli- 
ble source of authority in the 
Communist world. 


The Chinese Communists will 


be delighted. What happened 
signals the end of a Czechoslo. 
vak regime considered "bour. 
geois" by the Maoists, and it 
also embarrasses the Russians, 
whom Peking pillories as hav- 
ing brought about Communist 
disunity through the Kremlin's 
own "revisionism." 


The 
Russians 
themselves 


have come up with a question- 
able justification of their inva. 
sion. 


The Soviet new? agency, Tass, 


broadcast what it called an ap. 
peal by "a group of members" 
of the Czechoslovak party's Cen- 
tral Committee. According to 
this appeal, the current leaders 
of the Czechoslovak party had 
to be overthrown not because 
they were reformers but be- 
cause they threatened the re- 
form movement begun last Jan- 
uary. Evidently, the idea is that 
the Dubcek followers did this by 
permitting 
Czechoslovaks 
to 


criticize the Russians. But the 
record shows that all along, the

They still will see the 
invasion as the violation of one 
Communist state by the enor- 
mous armed might of other 
Communist states led by the So. 
Viet Union. The result is going 
to be more splits and even less 
unity than before in a move, 
ment already ripped by dissen- 
sions. 


This was easily predictable in 


the event of an invasion. Why, 
then, did the Russians go ahead 
witt It? 


Moscow evidently considered 


the blow to the Communist 
world front a lesser evil, com' 
pared with what the example of 
Czechoslovakia might produce. 
Czechoslovakia showed that a 
party in control could voluntari. 
ly surrender some of its power, 
and this was considered a threat 
to all other ruling parties, in. 
eluding the Soviet party Itself, 
already wrestling with internal 
ferment. 


Czechoslovak intellectuals ap. 


parently had become intoxicat- 
ed with the idea that they could, 
after 20 years of silence, ex- 
press opinions free of censor, 
ship. The opinions included 
many denouncing the role of the 
Russians In Czechoslovakia in 
those two decades. To Moscow, 
this meant that Czechoslovakia 
might eventually be persuaded 
to turn Westward. 


Czechoslovakia is strategical' 


ly important as an outpost. 
This factor, plus the military in- 


vasion, tend to bolster the Idea 
that military men In Moscow 
now wield enormous power. 


Thus, 
what happened 
in 


Czechoslovakia, apart 
from 


creating a new crisis for the 
•world of communism, eventual, 
ly may cause an explosion in 
the Soviet Union, In a showdown 
between the doves who had 
argued caution plus persuasion 
and the hawks who urged ac- 
tion. With the hawks in control, 
ling positions, some top mem- 
bers of the Soviet leadership 
themselves may be in peril.
